This was-an action brought by: the 
plaintiff, as indorsee of a promissory 
note without any negotiable words. in. 
it, against the defendant. ‘Atthe trial | 
of the case, the defendant demurred to 
the plantiff’s declaration,onjthe ground 
tbat the indorsee of a promissory note 
without negotiable words in it, could 
not maintain an ac‘ion thereon in his 
own name. The «¢>urt overruled the 
objection, and the : efendant excepted. 
The plaintiff then demurred to the de- 
fendants second plea, which thé court 
sustained, and the defendant excepted. 
The question made by the first assign- 
ment of error, was decided bv this 
court in the case of Cohen ys. Prater 
at the January term 1876, (not yet re- 
ported) adversely to the plaintiff in er- 
ror in this case. ‘The plea of the de- 
fendant alleged that the note was given 
upon certain agreed terms and conii- 
tions, not expr in the note and in 
contradiction thereof. There was 
no error i. .wstaining the plaintiff's de- 
murrer to the defendant’s plea.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was an action brought by the 
plaintiffs against the defendants, to r3— 
cover damages for refusing to receive 
and payfor a lot of bacon, which the 
plaintiffs aileged the defendants had 
purchased of them. On the trial of the 
case, the jury, under the charge of the 
eourt, found a verdict in iavor of the 
plaintiffs for the sum of $323 35. A 
motion was made for a new trial on the 
following grounds: 

First. Because the court erred in 
charging the jury “that if the defen- 
dants, wheu the bill was. preseuted to 
them, failed to point out the over 
charges in the bill to the plaintiffs, so 
that the same could be corrected, that 
then they were liable to the plaintitis, 
and could not refuse to take the prom, 
and throw them back on p)vintifis.” 

Second. Because the court erred in 
charging the jury “that if defendants 
purchased the goods of the. plaintiffs, 
to be paid for on arrival, aad. even if 
some of them were overcharged, thea 
if defendants failed to point eut the 
mistake to plaintiffs, or their agents,but 
refused to take them, that 
then plaintitis could sell said 
goods, and. defendants were liable 
to plaintiffs for the difference between 
what the guvds sold for, and thé 
amount charged on the bill.” The 
court overruled the motion, and the 
defendants excepted.

the bill. Because the defendants re- 

fused to submit to the terms proposed 

by Blackman, they were subjected to 
protest. .Why. should the defendants 
have been required ''to point out to 
Blackman that the bill for’ ‘the bacon 
was overcuarged by mistake, when 
there was no evidences that the bill 
made out by. plaintifie against the de- 
fendants. for the bacon was overcharg- 
ed by mistake. So lar as the evidence 
in the record shows, the overcharged 
amountin the bill was’ made by the 
plaintiffs with’ the intention of collect- 
ing the same from the defendants. The 
plaintiffs made two attempts to collect 
the full am sant of the overcharged bili! 
from the defendants, and if they had 
happened ‘to have died, they probably 
would have been successful in collect- 
ing it out of their representatives, os 
they might hayeheen entirely ignorant 
of the terms of the edntract. ‘The bet- 
ter policy is to charge ‘the contract 
price for goods sold, and not attempt to 
demand or collect any more than thaf, 
and then the purchaser will be ¢om- 
pelled to receive and pay for’ them 

whe-her the price of the goods declines 
in value or not. If the plaintiffs had made 
the overcharge in the bill by mistake, 
and hau’so stated to the defendants 
when it was presented for payment, 
and had offered to rectify the mistake, 
and had demanded payment for only 
the amount that was justly due under 
the contract, it would have presented 
an entirely different question ; but that 
is not the statement of facts disclosed 
in the recod ofthis case. The plain- 
tiffs must be presumed to have known 
what were the terms of the contract fur 
the sale uf the bacon; and the amount 
charged in their bill for it, quite as well 
as the defendants, and there was no 
evidence of any overcharge in the bi! 
by mistake, and therefore the charge of 
the court, that if the defendants failed 
to point out the overcharges in the bill 
when it was presented to them for 
payment, so that the same 
could be corrected, oor failed 
to point out the mistake in the bili to 
the plaintiffs or their agents, but re- 
fused to take the 8, thet then 
the plaintiffs could sell them, and de- 
fendants wou'd be liable for the differ- 
ence between what the goods sold for 
and the amount charged 1n the bill, was 
error, and the motion for a new trial 
should have been granted. The de- 
fendants uever consented to the terms 
of the contract- for the purchase of the 
bacon which the plaintiffs sought to 
enforce against them,and therefore that 
contract, so sought to be enforced by 
the plaintiffs, was incompléte so far. as 
the defendants were concerned, and 
could not be enforced against them.

WARNER, C. J. 

The defendant was indicted for the 
offense of murder, and on the trial 
therefor was found guilty. A motion 
for a new trial was made on the varivw- 
grounds of error alleged therein, which 
was overruled by the court, ard the 
defenaant excepted. It appears from 
the record and bill of exceptions, that 
when the defendant was arraigned on 
the bill of indictment charging him 
with the offense, that he filed a plea in 
abatement thereto, in which he alleged, 
that in Mav, 1875, the superior court of 
Muscogee county was adjourned by an. 
order of the presiding judge thereof in 
vacation, at chanibers, for the conve- 
nience of the’ bar; that the court met at 
the time appointed ‘in the order of ad- 
journment; that a jury was 
impanneled and the defendant indicted, 
for the’ murder of Charles Wilding, 
tried and convicted therefor; that judg- 
ment was arrested by the court, anda 
new trial ordered; that the bill of in- 
dietment was nol pros’d or set 


quital till after verdict; he pleaded to 
the indictment on arraignment as re- 
quired by 4636th section of the Code, 
and in our jadgment, the court erred 
in sustaining the demurrer to the de- 
fendant’s pleain abatement to that in- 
dictment, 
Whenever the state undertakes to de- 
prive one of its citizens of his life or 
liberty, it is the duty of the courts to 
see that it is done in accordance with 
the laws of the land,and not otherwise. 
In the administration of criminal law, 
judicial discretion should not be toler- 
ated. The law, as itis prescribed by 
the supreme power of the state, should 
be the rule of conduct for the cou: ts, as 
well as for the citizen. Inasmuch as 
the defendant has not been arraigned 
and tried upon a legal indictment for 
the offense of whici: he is supposed to 
be guilty, we express no opinion in re- 
lation to the other questions raised on 
the argument here.

lected by the ordinary, the clerk of thie 
superior court and three commission-

or cuurt; if eighteen such men, drawn by 
the judge of the superiorcourt ata regu- 
lar term thereof, or at an irregular terin 
thereof, or in vacation, or at a term 1:- 
leyal for other business, be summoned 
by virtue of his precept to the sheriff 
to appear at the next regular term of 
the superior court, and do appear, and 
are sworn and organized as a grand 
jury fur said regular term, and at that 
regular term find a bill of indictment 
true, such indictment so found is sufii- 
cient in law to put the accused upon 
trial for murder; and if he be 
fairly tried by a lawiul jury of twelve 
men, selected by himself, and found 
guilty, he must abide the sentence of 
the law, and should not be allowed to 
escape or procrastinate by any such 
naked technicality as a plea that the 
judge of the superior court had ad- 
journed the court one week without 
sufficient cause, and had then, at this 
session one week later than usual, per- 
formed the mere ministerial act of 
drawing the grand jurors for the next 
regular term. 

2. The whole spirit of our legislation 
accords with the above proposition and 
conclusion. Tne act of 1799, Cobb’s 
Digest, p. 547, declares that the judge, 
if he should not hold the court, ‘shall 
nevertheless attend in person for the 
purpose of drawing jurors, or shail 
transmit to the justices of the inferior 
court, in writing, a request that they, 
or any two of them, attend at the 
clerk’s office” for that purpose. The 
act of 1815, Cobb’s Digest, p. 552, de- 
clares that whenever there shall be a 
failure of the judge of the superior court 
to draw jurors, then the justices of the 
inferior court, or a majority, may act. 
ihen comes the act of 1869, Code 223911, 
3912, which declares that the judge 
shall draw -he jury at the close of the 
term, and on his failure, then the or:li- 
nary and clerk and commissioners sh..!! 
act; and then, to provide against 
all emergencies, comes the act oil 
1873, Code? 3942, which declares, alter 
enumerating other emergencies, that 
when, “from any other catige, such court 
has coavened or is about to convene, 
and there have been no juries drawn 
for the same, it shall and, may be law- 
ful for such judge to draw juries, 80 
many as may be necessary ior such 
court, and cause them to be summoned 
aceordingly in the manner prescribed for 
drawing. juries at the close of the reyu 
lar terms of such courts respectively.” So 
that the duty is upon the judye to draw 
juries, and he may do so at any time,so 
that they can be summopnedas they 
would be ifdrawn regularly. If then. 
he may do so in vacation,can he not at 
an.irregular or illegal term of the court? 
The grand jury who found this bill 
was regularly summoned and organ- 
ized and sworn, were. regularly quali- 
fied .in every respect, and the only 
coniplaint is that the ju jge drew them 
out of the box at an irregular or il'egal 
term. It is not pretended that defend-
